Please replace the paragraph beginning on page 5, line 10, with the following rewritten 
paragraph: 



"Epitope" as used herein describes the amino acid component of a molecule and the structural 
component of a molecule that is responsible for specific interactions with corresponding antibody 
(immunoglobulin) molecules elicited by the same or related antigen. Epitopes can be either linear or 
conformational. Linear epitopes refer to contiguous amino acid residues in a sequence whereas 
conformational epitopes are formed from non-contiguous amino acids in the sequence and are 
dependent on both the secondary and tertiary structure of the molecule.
